Under the canopy of Henvsjn, and witjiin 
the eircutnleretice of the earth, many are 
the different conalries; of the multitude 
of [here, not out is tliero that is not ruled 
by the Supreme HesVenly r'ntlier, iinr are 
thero any that are not as brethren of one 
family, very p5aio is it tint they should 
Itold friondlv and brotherly intercourse 
Ioge;hcr, and not boast themselves one 
atmve another. But Enicliuiti fomiuc from 
the utmost west has held iatereoun with 
Uinis m this utmost east for marc than 
two centuries past; and during this period 
the Enp;li sh hain suffered ill-treatrueat from 
the Chinese officers, v<]io,ec,ni}idcring them- 
selves as powerful, and us ns wtak, have 
uared thus to commit injustice. The 
English, n 1 1 willing to enter Into contest 
with them, had borne such treatment 
for many years, until in the 1833, the 
Emperor of China luting determined to 
prohibit effectually the . importation D f 
ppiain, sent n special ComtiiissWr Lin 
lacscr; to conduct the arrangements for 
that purpose ; and tbal officer, finding hitn- 
=oIF^unable to acilc tlm initial oflbliuers of 
etwili union, in (dace Dfeoiumlting anil eon- 
tertiug measures with the several national 
officers residing in China, (as it vras his 
prepcrduty tohiTc donej had the audacity 
forcibly to confine in Cantoti the English 
officer tratl people, at the same time threat- 
ening th™ with death. His object was, 
by extorting from tliem what opium there 
that y ear .night be i,, China, to gain fnvour 
with bis Emperor s mid the En|lisii olficer 
at Canton, seeing the position of things, 
commanded the fciiglish merchants, in the 
name of their Sovereign, that they should 
deliver up, far the rensum of themselves 
iroai thia position nf oitrenic. danger, 
wiatever opium they might bare ia the 
Chinese waters. Here is one great offence 
committed by the Chinese officers fujuiiist 
the English. The Sovereign of Grcnt 
Britain, in consequence of this, and nu- 
merous subsequent acts of injustice, ap- 
pointed, as her Envoys— the Admiral 
Elliott, mid Elliott, the SupeiiiiUsiident nt 
Canton, to whom, jointly, tull powers were 
given for tlie- sittleineui of affairs with 
Cliina. And having in consideration the 
many past acts of injustice of the Cliiuesc 
officers, Her Majesty directed the Admiral 
to take command ol a combined naval and 
Jtrnd force, and to quarter it at one of the 
islands on the Chinese coast ; her inten- 
tions being, that if the Chinese Govern- 
ment wore willing to admit its errors, 
nud afford redress, H peaceful arrange- 
ment of affairs should lie con- 
cluded ; but otherwise, . if justice and 
Mcomp en ce were refused, that elie a tandard 
of justice should be raised, audits claims 
enforced by vrnr. The Admiral, kc'„ here- 
upon proceeded , to the Peiho, and there 
fresentcd a letter from the Minister of 
Great Britain, which the. Ministers and 
Governor of KcBuenlrmsiruitetl for the 
consideration of the Ministers to Peking; 
after this Kashcti wrote to the Admiral, 
atatiog tliat affairs which concerned Can- 
. ton it was difficult, to arrange ib far olT, 
aid if the Admiral, Jfco., would proceed to 
Canton, it would not need long to arrange 
affairs there* 

'.The high English officers still desiring 
peace, consented to this, and proceeded to 
Canton where they met Keshan, nud had 
frequent communications with him, both 
written and personal. Arrangements were 
not yet concluded, when the minister* at 
Peking, men without truth or (rood inifh, 
induced the Emperor to Teen] Keshan, and 
send instead a General Zishau to fijrhtnnd 
war with Lbc English, so thnt the English 
■wore actually compelled, by these jirceccil- 
ii it; to take the Bocca Tigris, and the Hue 
. o,f. defences Trom thence upward), and to 
bring Canton itself In submission, and to 
take from it a ransom for the punishment 
of, such ill faith. In this ill (iith of the 
Chinese Ministers, we hu-e ■ steood grand 
lnatancc of ofience sgainit EailandJ 

' The FTigh Conunissioner Tukien, and 
other high oifuiers, general, &c,, ill the 
several p ravin cep, in reputed imtancefi, 
when they have found our people east by 
the weather on their coast, or mduccd by 
ill men on shore, having been dead to nil 
good feeling, dnrci to, put the .captives 
thus brought into their hands to a tyran- 
nical and cruel denth, and have deccitfully 
and falsely reported ttia cases to the Em- 
peror, or lyingty published proclamations 
to the Jieuple, wherein lhay h(tvp invented 
tales of lengthened contest and acusure of 
vessels battle, with slaughter of many 
Jp'eople. - Thus" falsely did Yu Lieu declare 
last year, the circumstances of the English 
- Vccnpation of Chnam . thus did llio Gc- 
dc rel Vibhan p rf tend that ho bnd destroyed 
many, vessels, the Governor YcuPcluo, that 
he hud by force of arms recovered Amoy, 
the Tottio on Formosa, when shipwrcek bnd 
cjtst men on that island, that he had 
'gained a victory over Ihem in battle, and 
jtlie General Ziukiug m May )«,.•„ that he 
Md destroyed niauy veiscla and killod a 
.multitude, of men at Chusaa, when not 
one vessel was injured nor a single mini 
killed. These multiplied false &tateinenLq 
misleading the Emperor *ud people, and 
hindering peaceful arrangement, are n 
third eveat cause of offence ftcainst the 

-"With reference to trade, the English 
mere 1 1 ants iis#d to carrv their goods t^ 
many plates, nr.d buy from and sell to the 
people generally, wUch was to the people 
wholly n benefit, and iu no senie hurtful. 
But the officers at Canton, seeking to cm- 
fine the pruots to themselves, induced the 
Emperor, by false statements, to restrict 
trade to Cautmi alone, nnd to permit thir- 
teen "hong merchiiuts" to conduct it, not 
even allowing intercourse with any but 
them und linguists appointed, by tl*e 
' government. Thus ilid these orliccrs 
gain the power or meddling in every nial- 
. Wt, cstprtiiig as tiicy pleased, and dis- 
1 guisinjr. erorvlliinfr under false slotctnenls 
to the Emperor. This is a fourth great

.—.There. nrc,_ besides, many minor griev- 
ances that, escitc indignation and wrath, 
but that here need not be enumerated . 
Because of those grievances the Pleni-

CONCLUSION 01' THE WAR, 
(Fei>m fhc Honghitig Gamlte.) 
The full officiil details, of late events, 
which we jmblished in an 'Eitraqrdiiiarj-on 
the 10th instant, tmd which ytn now rc- 
jiriut, almost supersedes iho necessity of 
ataittng ourselves of the kindness of our 
'respondents aocl friends iu furuiebing 
witli the latest news from the' Expedi- 
tion. . . ., , 

IVe liowcrcr select the following extracts 
which nmy, we think, interest our readers. 

"Heavy raiiisand want of wiud detained 
us nt Woosung until (lie tifii July, when 
the whole of the fleet «t length got under 
weigh iigaiu, We reached here (Chin- 
kiang-foo) nftev n fourteen davs' passage 
■listancc only 130 miles, on 20th July, ha- 
ving had to anchor every evening, aud fre- 
quently for whole days/on Bccouat of Uic 
ciirreuls (running on nil average five knots 
per hour) aud want af strong enough winds 
to proceed against thcni, besides occa- 
sionally the delay of tlio sun tying vessels 
n-liead, which had to look out for the pro- 
per channel in this unknown river. We 
urc now within three miles of Nanking, 
anchored on" Ciiin-kiang-fbo and abrcass of 
the island of Kinstmi or Golden island 
which is pretty, the lower part n kitchen 
garden, and the upper part is covered with 
t '-nnuh-uous assemblage of buildings with. 
a,-.: -vrdcr or pictnreir|uoneis. The tiles of 
the joss houses being of a kind of porcelain 
of ayoiloiv or golden colour, which perhaps 
gave nnrne to the island, ,■ 

We have found plenty of wider fur all 
our ships (80 sail) all the way up the 
river between 200 and 300 miles. This 
is indeed a unblc rirer, and the country is 
most beautiful nt Chiri-kiaiig-fno : "you 
have the river before you to the westward 
Riving acecss to the whole kugtli of tlie 
Umpire, of China Propct and, tins Grand 
Canal lectdiug north and south, on cither 
hand almost tn tlie utmost of the eighteen 
mighty and populous pioiiuces of the 
Ming dynasty. I trust we now have 
China opened nnil to that degree tluit. ere 
long we mny lie able with the ready con- 
currencc of the authorities tn explore all 
its beauties and advantages, perhaps via 
the sources of this river penetrate 
through Kolnmur and Thibet to the 
British possessions hi India, A little 
time must however elnpje before this is 
done. It rcs\fy appeirs that China was 
destined by Providence to show wlial 
steam can accomplish as a means of inter- 
communication. Wo quite count on thus 
navigating its internal waters. 

To return to my narrative, all the way 
up the river we met no vessels. Shipping 
ur small craft. They uuuiagcd tu sipiecao 
thent into the inlets and canals which ate 
connected with the river. What plussed 
the eye most iu the scenery passing up 
was the rich and luxuriant appearance nf 
everything nronud, 

j At Chin-kiaus-fbo the Tartars fought 
,wcll, (mil when they had lust all hope, 
they, mnnynftbcm, committed iiiiolde, and 
; also killed their wives und families. This 
.nil-immolation is dreadful, and it is suit! 
nearly fifty times the number perished 
liere by this method fhrm did at Chaporj, 
This large, city was s,ivcu up to loet. It 
must bavo contained 3 to 300.000 souls. 
Mnnyofunr friends got awful lot of 
™at(t, and I came in for my share ns. an 
nnintcur. Not many jewels or ornamen ts 
of value were found. Measures were 
taken to divest mnny of the lied Coats of 
their plunder, which ivns nltcrwnrds sold 
by public, miction. , ' ' 

Colonel Seheodde's escalade it was said 
was the prettiest thing yet doue in China. 
The walls were in good repnir 20 to 30 
feet high. Cadell was tlie first ou the 
walls, where he was wo mi dud. 

23rd August.— Off C!iiii-kia**-fto— I 
find, in storming this place. Major Wurrcn 
killed in a persntml contest.with two of Uic 
enemy. After our troops had got pos- 
session of the walls they met with' con- 
siderable Opposition from (he Tiirlnr 
troops, who seemed disposed to dispute 
every foot of ground with them. General 
Hartley's Brigade lined the banks of the 
Grand Cannl, and mipeil away at every 
mnu that dated to show his face at an 
einbrniure. The Madras Sappers under 
Captain Pears blew np tlie gate. He, 
with Lieutenant Itiindall, fixed the bags, 
in ml instant the gate was blown tu alums, 
nnd the building over it was at tlie same 
tinie fired by a rocket. It was alter the 
town was taken that our principal loss 
took place. The day was hot in the ex- 
treme, surpassing the incmortilile one at 
Cantou. Two officere, and also twenty men 
of the flflth. died from a coirp.tfc! ttiUU* 

Tlie public buildings were set on fire, 
and the troops prepared to quarter for the 
night, when a jinrty of the 4!lth were 
fired upon by a secreted party nf the 
enemy, two men were killed and eight 
wounded. Indeed, during tlie niglii a 
desultory firing was kept up. 

About K! o'clock iu the morning a boat 
of the Jflfwrr/e, with two nnval officers pro- 
ceeded up the Canal ns far ns the liridge 
nt the Weat gate, when the boat was fired 
oa mid sunk iiy the tiiciny. 

The Island uf ICioalinit or Goldcu Is- 
land ia a perfect lid, v spot, the prettiest 
scenery we have yet seen iu China U to he 
met here, It has a Pitgoda ol Setcii 
Stories, a great putt gilt. Though not kept 
ia good order it has a very pietJrCSmie 
apjKarance, it is evidently intended as a 
residence for the priests attached to it. 

On the 20th of August the Imperial 
Commissioners Elepoo, New, and Kyane, 
Attended by the Chinese NavulEaud Mili- 
tary 'officers paid their i.rst visit to the 
Plcuipoieutituy on board (he Vwflivaltii 
whither they were conveyed iiy the rYemcm 
steamer. The Envoy and suiue dressed 
in splendid costumes were received by their

They were 
conducted to the slate cabin where ■:■ la 
tntifh tV ' ilwytetcn-c a sumptuous, repast 
was laid out aud partaken of with evident 
satisfaction by the Mandarins, who were 
eertainly pleased with their reception. 

Afterwards they expressed 11 vl,s ^ i to ' B_ 
speci tlie ship, never having before seen a 
man of war. They were accordingly con- 
ducted over every part, and appeared 
quite astonished at the numerous guns 
from tlcclr tn deck, mid the order and dis- 
cipline which reigned throughout. , " ' 

2'ttll August. — The plenipotentiary, ad. 
miral, and gen oral,' ..with their cortege, 
returned the 'Tartar's vitit on shore. They 
were' received with a sntute of Uiree glins, 
and a giinrd of lioupui', necoinpniiyiiig a 
band ploying in a ]oss-house fitted up .for 
the ocensiou outside the city walls, the 
street lending to it. being lined with Tartar 
troops, without arms, with their baud also 
playing. They were met at the door by 
Bhpao tbu Governor-General, aud Tartar- 
Geucral, with u numerous assemblage of 
their- officers, who conducted the visitors 
to the upper end of the room in which a 
table ol refreshments, sweetmeats, pre- 
scrves, tea, mid sbnm-hoo, were Imnded 
about, and every fitting attonlion paid. 

28Lli August. — It is said a letter of the 
highest complimentary ictiour, 1ms been 
received by the Plenipotentiary front the 
Emperor. He has even condescended to 
express satisfaction nt the delicate respect 
which was paid his dignity and honour, ia 
uniting till the treaty liad received his 
SllUCtioa and nig/H/fnre ; instead of heing 
contented with that of his high commis- 
sioners. The Emperor willingly and rea- 
dily accedes to every demand, making a 
slight objection only as regnrds residence 
and trade with Foo-eltow-foo, which how- 
ever he consents graciously to waive. He 
moreover acknowledges the equality of the 
honourable foreigners, as be now styles us, 
lie also directs irnmedinte payment of the 
first instalment, directs the high Com- 
manders most explicitly to draw up the 
treaty, so ns to guarantee cfariial peace 
between the twD notions, by having no 
ambiguity iu the stipulations. 

2!)th August.— At hslf.past two p. si- 
ft royal salute was hred by the Cornwallis 
iu eelebmtiou of the peace then declared 
with Cliina. The Imperial yellow flag of 
the Celestial Empire riving on (he main 
and the Uaion Jack mi the mizen. 

The second instalment of the indemnity 
is tu be paid in Chuaan within twelve 
months. The last nt Hongkong within 
two years. 

30th August. — Olf Nanking. We have 
Peace and no mistake. We shall cer- 
tainty move out of the Jlticr by the 10th 
of September, it sccins it will not require 
much time to arrange all particulars, I 
tioposODn tn bo with yon, and shnll be much 
disappointed if wc do not meet our friends 
in old England time enough Id paitake of 
the glorious roast beef and plnm pudding 
ot next Christmas day. 

Nanking 31st August. — What will the 
world say, for we have here dictated a 
Pence, instead of going, as we nil expected 
we must, to Pokin. The most inuguine of 
us never dreamed that the Turtars would 
so. soon knuckle under. We felt sure we 
should have une or two cninpairrns more 
before the business could be settled. When 
I left, you at Hongkong you said we shall 
meet again either in six montlis or two 
years ; little' did I think the contest would 
be so suddenly over, Wc were nil disap. 
pointed with this City. The walls are 
about 120 miles round, raid in height varying 
from 1 1 to 70 feet. The' s treecs are broad 
nnd dirty, but. there is a general similarity 
bctivist China towns, Chiua faces, and 
China scenery. They are truly it homo- 
geneous people. 

The celebrated Porcelain Tower is in a 
good stale of prescription j the lapse of 
five centuries 1ms not impaired the lustre 
of the colours which were limit into the 
material with which it is roofed and deco- 
rated. It is believed here that the private 
I'ulincaUori of the treaty was received from 
the Eutperor on the 24th instant.

foot of tbe Throne, heib'ra our latu suc- 
cesses are even known ill Loudon. John 
Hull will he mad with joy nt so unlookcd 
for a piece of intelligence. It is said that 
H, E. Sir Henry Pottiuger will not leave 
the Yaug-tie-kiiing before tlie end of this 
month. He will, we have no doubt, visit 
the several Consular stations on his way 
hither. It is much to be regretted that 
all the mercantile stipulations of the 
Treaty for rather the Supplementary Con- 
vention which must be agreed on, in cou- 
tbfniity with the third provision) hnd not 
been then and there fixed nnd determined. 
The introduction into China of the Bond- 



ing System ought to have been insisted on. 
The justice of the demand is indisputable, 
from its vast importance to British com- 
merce : we ate jmre it will be yet conceded 
by the Chinese if we demand it. . Wc pre- 
sume II. IS. will on his return he now com- 
pelled to convene the merchants, that they 
'rriay make known the requirements nf the 
conimcrcej wliiehin tlie.linal nrrnjigeinonts, 
arc yet to be adjusted Vith the jphiuese 
authorities. ■.'

Salt iu China is a. government 
monopoly, and in every province an officer 
of high rank presides over the departments 
and to be invested with this office for Can- 
ton is always considered n high promotioo, 
aud a special imperial favour.

According to the directions of the 
Qoccn of the Belgians, a funeral service 
of ujnut pomp lias been celebrated at 
Brussels for the repose of the soul of her 
late brother, the Duke of Orleans. Several 
members of the diplomatic body were 
present, nnd the crowd of distinguished 
persons' was so great that, although .the 
Church of St. Jacques de CRudenberg is. a 
large one, many hundreds who were de- 
sirous of paying this last tribute of respect 
to the memory of the duke, were unable 
to do so. 

His Majesty the King of Holland has 
been making » visit to the northern parts 
of his dominions, end has been received 
with respect nud even enthusiasm,

Tiic King of Denmark, .after hiving 
consulted the four assemblies of the pro- 
vincial states, has issued on order for the 
reform of prison discipline. Solitary im- 
prisonment is to be applied to all prisoners 
condemned for n less period (ban eight 
years ; hat where it is evident to the di- 
rector of the prison that the health of any 
individual is really injured by the measure, 
he may be allowed to labour iu a prison 
workshop, wberc from eight ta ten other 
persons slifdl he allowed to be present, hut 
where the most absolute silence is still to 
be preserved. The bread and watct diet 
is to be abolished, and suitable lood to be 
supplied.

■mprisonmenL in the Danish gtuh is at 
present twenty-five -years. Henceforth it 
is Lei be reduced to ten for the Danes, and 
to fifteen for foreigners.

The Porte and the Bey of Tunh are 
still in a state borrlering en colusion. A 
Turkish frigate arrived on : July 21 at 
Tunis under the escort of an English 'cor- 
vette, linving on board an anibasMHlr* 
from the, Porte with tta-nftimatiuii of tlie 
Grand Seignor. The chief conditions are, 
that the Boy, in his quality ofrstha of 
tlio Ottoman Porte, is immediately to put 
in execution tlie ' treatise with the foreign 
powers which nt present are in force iu the 
Turkish empire. Ut is to suppress all 
monopolies of trade, and to ledaco the 
force of 1 the rcgulnr troops from their 
present number of 20,000 to 1,50(1. As 
(his number, it is said, is quite sufficient 
to mfliulrun oiler in tlie interior, the Grand 
Seignor engngon to sond succours of bis 
own tvonps.m ease any foreign attack should 
take place. Finally, the Bey is to draw 
up each year an exact state of his expenaes 
and his receipts under the control of an 
oukil of the Porte, in order that the sur- 
plus over the expenses nuy be transmitted 
to Constantinople. Ah might'be cirpected, 
the Bey refused to submit to such hard 
terms, aud the ambassador returned as h.
